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DETAILED ACTION

This is in response to applicants' amendment received on January 23, 2003. 



Oath/Declaration 



2. The oath or declaration is defective. A new oath or declaration in compliance with 37 
CFR 1.67(a) identifying this application by application number and filing date is required. See

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

4. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Dufour (US Pat. 
3,632,104) for the same reasons set forth in paragraph 9, paper no. 4.

5. Claim 2 is allowed. 
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Response to Arguments 



6. Applicants' remarks have been fully considered but they are not deem persuasive. 
Applicant contends that Dufour does not show or suggest a reciprocating movement 

perpendicular to the conveyance plane. Examiner asserts that a reference anticipates a claimed 
invention when all the features are disclosed. In this instance as can be seen in Fig. 2, Dufour's 
blade "3" moves in an arcuate path that intersects the conveyance plane perpendicular. It is 
deemed that this path is, therefore, perpendicular to the conveyance plane. 

7. For the reasons above, the grounds of rejection are deemed proper.
